14.  In  a  few  of  the  worst  parts  of  the  town,  shops 
of  various  descriptions  are  kept  open  throughout  the 
whole  of  the  S  ibiiath-day ;  and  at  the  west-end  of  the 
town,  especially  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  wealthier 
classes,  some  shops,  such  as  fishmongers  and  poulterers, 
although  with  closed  doors,  do  much  business,  and 
until  a  late  hour  in  the  evening,  in  supplying  articles 
for  Sunday  dinners  to  the  rich.

might  be  expedient  to  allow  the  delivery  of  tlie,r  goods 
(previously  ordered)  until  eight  or  nine  o’clock  on

and  you  must  allow  me  to  say,  that  when  Mr.  Hind- 
marsh  accuses  this  doctrine  with  being  “  abhorrent  to 
revelation  and  sound  reason,”  and  inconsistent  with 
“  common  sense,”  he  takes  a  great  deal  upon  himself; 
and  exhibits  an  arrogance  very  unbecoming,  to  say 
the  lesst,  since  it  has  been  received  and  defended  by 
some  of  the  ablest  and  most  intelligent,  most  learned, 
and  most  pious  men  that  have  ever  lived;  since  it 
was  the  faith  of  the  early  Christians,  and  has  been  the 
received  doctrine  in  all  ages;  and  is,  as  he  confesses, 
the  faith  of  “  the  general  bulk  of  professing  Chris¬ 
tians”  now.  Surely  it  did  not  become  him,  or  any  one 
else,  to  level  such  denunciations  at  such  men,  and  at 
the  “general  bulk”  of  the  Christian  world.  The 
matter,  as  stated  by  him,  is,  to  be  sure,  silly  and  re¬ 
pugnant  enough.  But  his  representation  is  not  the 
correct  or  fair  exhibition  of  the  mailer. 

I  must  make  another  remark.  He  says  that  “  the 
faith  it  recommends,”  is  “  vain  and  inefficient."  I’hat 
is,  [  suppose,  that  the  Trinitarian  scheme  is  an  un¬ 
profitable  and  idle  one,  wholly  irtadeqnate  to  the  pro¬ 
motion  of  true  piety  in  the  hearts  of  those  who  re¬ 
ceive  it.

the  Church  during  the  first  two  or  three  hundred 
years,  must  have  been  entirely  pure,  correct,  and  true. 

I  think  I  must  have  made  myself  plain.  I  sum  up  in 
brief:  Scripture,  critically  and  literally  interpreted, 
and  illustrated  by  the  sense  of  antiquity,  is  my  sole 
RULE  OF  FAITH.  Nor,  I  conccivc,  can  there  be  any 
other.  I  ought  to  have  said,  that  in  seeking  the  sense 
of  antiquity,  1  am  not  influenced  by  the  opinions  of  in¬ 
dividuals  among  the  fatheri^:  but  that  I  take  the 
sense  of  the  ancient  Church  as  a  body,  and  as  pub¬ 
licly  and  authoritatively  declared.  1  come  now  to 
apply  the  rule  to  the  doctrine  of  the  dissertation, 
which  I  take  to  bo  the  doctrine  of  the  Swedenborgian 
■ociety  universally.  I  cannot  find  in  Scripture  any 
thing  that  looks  like  the  idea  of  “two  distinct  human

when  he  shall  work  a  miracle;  bull  cannot  before.  ^ 

Sir,  I  have  been  candid — I  have  been  free.  Your  let¬ 


ter  invited  me  to  be  so.  You  will,  therefore,  I  am 
sure,  not  be  offended.  I  have  only  to  say,  that  specula¬ 


tions  about  the  nature  of  Christ,  &.C.,  are  of  far  less 
importance,  than  “repentance  towards  God”  and 
“  faith  unfeigned”  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  as  a  Sa¬ 
viour  from  our  sins.

Srobable,  that  it  should  have  been  reserved  for  the 
iscovery  of  an  individual  in  the  last  century,  to  find 
out  what  for  centuries  the  whole  body  of  Christian 
people  never  knew]  To  say  nothing  of  the  meta¬ 
physical  inconsistencies,  and,  as  I  must  call  them, 
absurdities,  of  the  system,  (you  must  pardon  me,  1 
mean  no  offence,)  the  doctrine  of  Swedenborgianism 
cannot  be  true,  for  the  simple  reason,  were  there  no 
other,  that  it  is  one  entirely  new,  wholly  unknown  to 
the  early  Christians,  and  directly  at  variance  with  the 
known  and  universal  sentiments  of  the  ancient  Church. 
I  therefore  need  not  go  into  ony  detailed  refutation 
of  it  To  show  it  to  be  untrue  upon  its  face,  is  to  su¬ 
persede  the  necessity  of  particular  proof  against  it. 
SSuch,  sir,  in  brief,  is  my  viev/  ofthe  metaphysical  theo¬ 
logical  notion  defend^  in  Hindmarsh’s  Dissertation. 

I  must,  before  I  send  this  letter,  take  notice  of  the 
injustice  which  the  author  does  to  the  orthodox,  or 
Trinitarian  scheme,  as  it  is  called.  He  represents 
us  as  holding  the  monstrous  absurdity,  that  the  (iod- 
head  consists  of  three  “  Divine  beings"  or  “  inteUi- 
gences,"  and  as  consequently  believing  in  three  Gods. 
Now  this  certainly  is  not  fair:  it  is  harfly  honest  Did 
not  the  author  know  better]  Did  he  not  understand 
theology  better  than  this]  If  he  did  not  he  was  cer¬ 
tainly  entirely  incompetent  to  discuss  such  a  matter. 
Surely  none  more  firmly  believe  in  the  Divine  unity 
than  Trinitarians  do.  And  can  you  suppose  that  we 
are  all  so  stupid,  as  to  be  led  away  by  the  wretched 
arithmetic  that  would  make  three  equal  to  one  ]  We 
believe,  however,  that  God  exists  in  a  peculiar  way, 


fancy,  except  by  painful  cares  of  parents,  nurses  and 
physicians]  Look  at  the  whole  process  called  educa¬ 
tion.  Does  it  not  constantly  demand  the  cares  and 
I  self-denying  efforts  of  parents,  teachers  and  ministers 
of  Divine  truth  ]  In  the  place  of  evil  brought  upon 
one,  comes  good  to  another,  through  the  whole  circle 
of  domestic  and  social  relations. 

The  history  of  our  own  country  affords  a  striking 
illustration  of  the  same  principle.  We  were  oppress¬ 
ed  by  a  foreign  power,  and  there  appeared  no  ground 
of  hope  that  our  posterity  would  be  less  so.  It  was  a 
question,  therefore,  for  the  heroes  of  the  revolution, 
“  Shall  we  suffer,  or  shall  our  children  through  a  long 
series  of  generations  endure  the  impositions  of  ty¬ 
ranny  ]”  They  resolved  to  suffer  all  that  might  be  ne¬ 
cessary  to  secure  the  full  liberty  of  their  country — 
they  stood  in  our  place,  and  in  the  place  of  multitudes 
yet  unborn — their  sufferings  have  procured  for  their 
posterity  blessings  of  the  highest  order  ever  conferred 
upon  man.  Blot  out  from  the  history  of  the  divine 
administration  the  record  of  those  sufferings,  and 
there  must  be  substituted  the  record  of  an  immense 
nation  labouring  under  all  the  disadvantages  of  foreign 
subjection,  and  very  pi^ibly  suffering  all  the  incon¬ 
veniences  of  an  ecclesiastical  and  civil  establishment, 
now  barely  tolerable  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  mother 
country. 

Again :  look  at  the  history  of  Protestantism.  For 
whom  did  a  Luther  and  his  coadjutors  suffer]  Was  it 
not  for  all  who  have  escaped  the  mark  of  the  beast, 
or  who  may  escape  it  in  consequence  of  their  protest 
against  an  idolatrous  Church  ]  Read  the  history  of  re¬ 
ligion,  of  science  or  litemture  since  the  Reformation 
conmenced.  Follow  each  soul  since  saved  by  reveal¬ 
ed  truth  through  the  glories  of  eternity,  and  with  all 
the  consequences  of  the  Reformation  before  your  eyes, 
imagine  that  no  one  had  been  fonnd  hardy  enough  to 
brave  the  anathemas  of  papal  Rome.  Christ  had 
died,  but  his  atonement  was  no  longer  made  the  only 
refuge  of  perishing  sinners,  his  bli^  wras  no  longer 
the  pure  fountain  in  which  the  polluted  soul  was 
washed.  Other  sufforings  were  necessary  before 
the  victims  of  the  beast  couM  be  rescued  from  death. 


to  be  presented  for  a  more  formidable  demand.  Others 
perhajis  began  to  imagine  that  this  Chuich  was  rich 
enough,  and  needed  not  such  small  contributions. 

Some  may  have  supposed  that  from  the  nufober  and 
size  of  the  Sunday  schools  attached  to  this  Church, 
and  the  known  literality  of  the  members  in  so  nobly 
sustaining  them,  that  they  ’Aere  now  reserving  all 
they  had  to  give  for  the  collection  for  their  support, 
just  announced  to  be  made  on  tlie  next  Sabbath.

worship  to  light  him  through  the  mazes  of  Sternhold's 
version  of  his  favourite  Psalms.

Extraclsfrom  a  Letter  dated  Athens,  Sepi.  28, 1832. 

Many  tender  recollections  press  upon  me  as  1  take  up 
my  pen  lo  address  in  haste  to  you  a  few  lines.  This 
day  two  years  I  parted  from  you,  and  though  I  should 
like  to  see  all  my  deer  kindr^  very  tnach,  yet  were  I 
this  day  at  liberty  16  return,  I  would  not  be  willing  to 
leave  my  present  occupation.  Your  very  satisfactory 
letter,  written  during  passion  week,  with  many  others, 
has  been  received,  all  of  which  I  have  answered  but 
thoee  to  my  (dear  relati^na  My  letters  while  at  8yra, 
and  one  since  my  return,  regarded  principally  our  j 
want  of  information  as  to  the  measures  likely  to  be 
adopted  by  the  Church  respectmg  this  mission,  and 
our  apprehensions  that  it  bad  not  become  acquainted 
with  Its  wanta  About  two  weeks  ago,  we  received 


Pro^bly  in  no  wfty’does  the  Christian  receive  more 
profit  ihd  pleasure,  than  in  holy  meditation  upon  the 
truths  of  the  Bible,  with  fervent  prayer.  Meditation 
and  prayer  seem  to  be  inseparable,  and  indeed,  if  the 
experience  of  real  Christians  be  taken,  the  mind  and 
the  soul  receive  a  very  suitable  preparation  for  prayer 
by  previous  meditation. 

VVhifo  I  was  musing,  the  fire  burned,  and  I  spake, 
says  the  pious  David, — than  whom  a  more  pleasing  in¬ 
stance  cannot  be  fouvd  where  meditation  and  prayer  are 
URited.  Would  you  et.joy  a  freedom  and  a  fervency 
in  prayer  1 — tlien  meditate.  vVould  you  see  the  rich¬ 
ness  of  the  grace  of  God  in  Christ  lesus  ] — then  make 
it  the  subject  of  your  meditation.  Would  you  exalt 
the  blessed  Saviour  in  yaur  affections  1 — fi««n  meditate 
upon  his  conduacension,  humility,  suffering,  death, 
burial,  resurrection  and  glorious  asce^ision,  and  these 
things  will  come  with  a  dpubl©  force  and  efficacy  to 

your  soul.  '

Greece.— The  intelligence  respecting  the  state  of 
our  Mission  at  Athens,  published  in  the  last  and  pre¬ 
sent  numbers  of  the  Recorder,  will,  no  doubt,  renew 
the  interest  of  our  readers  in  its  operations.  The 
friends  of  missions  in  our  Church  have  cause  for  great 
gratitude  in  the  success  which  has  attended  oiir  first 
missionary  effort  on  foreign  ground.  The  good  al¬ 
ready  accomplished  has  been  great,  as  we  learn  not 
only  from  the  reports  of  the  missionaries  but  from  the 
testimony  of  disinterested  visitors.  Their  zealous  and 
judicious  plans  for  the  religious  improvement  ofGreece, 
have  manifestly  excited  the  gratitude  of  its  inhabitants, 
while  they  have  commanded  the  respect  and  admira- 
tion  of  strangers.  Every  thing  appears  favourable, 
and  the  only  requisite  to  fulfil  the  anticipations  of  the 
missionaries,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  thus  far  so  gra¬ 
ciously  vouchsafed  to  them,  is,  that  they  be  properly 
sustained  at  home. 

A  pleasing  evidence  of  the  interest  felt  for  our  mis¬ 
sionaries,  and  the  confidence  reposed  in  them,  was 
mentioned  in  the  interesting  letter  from  Athens,  pub¬ 
lished  last  week.  We  refer  to  the  generous  act  of 
Dr.  Hildner,  of  Syra,  in  giving  up  his  best  teach¬ 
er  for  the  benefit  of  the  female  school  at  Athena  In 
a  land  where  good  instructors  are  so  rarely  to  be  found, 
his  kindness  could  not  but  be  attended  with  an  in¬ 
crease  of  his  oWn  duties  and  anxieties.  But  he  no 
doubl  felt  that  his  American  brethren  and  sisters  were 
fellow-labourers  in  the  same  cause,  and  that  its  pros¬ 
perity  would  be  promoted  by  the  aid  rendered  to  the 
latter.  Dr.  Hildner  has  long  been  engaged  in  labours 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Greeks  under  the  direction  of  the 
Church  Missionary  Sixiiety  of  England.  He  has  de¬ 
voted  himself  principally  to  the  instruction  ofthe  young, 
and  has  under  his  charge  at  Syra  a  large  and  flourish¬ 
ing  school. 

The  Church  Missionary  Society  has  manifested  a 
deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of  Greece,  and  bestowed 
much  attention  upon  the  means  by  which  it  may  be 
enlightened.  Mr.  Hartley,  who  was  pent  out  by  the 
society  a  few  years  ago  to  examine  the  various  coun¬ 
tries  bordering  on  the  Mediterranc'an,  with  an  especial 
view  to  the  most  favourable  openings  for  missionary 
labour,  pubifshed  in  1831  his  “  Researches  in  Greece 
and  the  Levant.”  In  this  work  he  speaks  in  the  most 
fa  vou  rable  ma  n  ner  of  the  prospects  of  the  Greek  Chu  rch. 
It  w’as  principally  by  thq  circulation  of  the  Scriptures 
that  the  Reformation  of  the  Church  of  Rome  was  pro¬ 
duced  and  similar  means,  Mr.  Hartley  remarks,  are 
now  employed  in  more  favourable  circumstances  to 
enlighten  the  Eastern  Churches.  The  Greeks  are  in 
a  better  situation  with  respect  to  education  than  were 
the  English  in  the  time  ot*  Henry  VIII.  They  are  not 
opposed  to  the  circulation  of  the  Bible  as  the  Romanists

Bay,  resulted  in  an  assemblage  on  Monday  evening 
last,  far  less  numerous  than  was  anticipated.  Those 
who  were  present  it  is  hopied  will  exert  themselves  in 
their  respective  circles,  in  behalf  of  the  mission,  in 
whatever  way  they  can.  At  the  reqtiest  of  Bishop 
Onderdonk,  who  appealed  with  agratityingconfidence 
to  the  members  of  the  Church  for  all  necessary  co-ope¬ 
ration  in  sustaining  the  enterprise, — the  Rev.  Dr. 
Hawks  (Secretary  of  the  “  Board  of  Agents”  having 
charge  of  this  interest  here)  slated  the  facts  which 
had  occasioned  the  call  of  the  meeting.  Those  of 
most  importance  are ; — That  $4000  is  needed  to  meet 
an  urgent  exigency,  from  which  there  is  no  honoura¬ 
ble  mode  of  escape,  and  which  can  only  be  surmounted 
by  the  immediate  payment  of  this  sum.  Individuals 
are  pledged  for  it ; — their  pledges  were  given  because 
the  good  faith  of  the  respected  Missionary  was  en¬ 
gaged  for  the  prompt  payment  of  Ibis  amount; — the 
debt  was  contracted  in  the  erection  of  buildings  and 
in  other  expenditure,  incurred  Wider  instructions  from 
the  conductors  of  the  Genenil  Society,  and  it  is  believed 
wisely,  and  judiciously  incurred. — To  these  state¬ 
ments,  was  added  the  assurance  that  hereafter  there 
shall  be  a  specific  stipulation,  as  to  the  annual  amount 
for  which  this  Diocese  will  be  responsible  to  the  gene¬ 
ral  Institutions,  in  aid  of  the  Mission.  A  general  ap¬ 
peal  in  its  behalf  was  then  resolved  upon ;  and  a  re- 
Mtution  passed  to  address  the  clergy  for  this  purpose, 
leaving  to  each  to  choose  the  mode  of  presenting  the 
subject  to  the  respective  congregations.  A  circular 
lias,  we  presume,  ere  this,  been  issued  in  accordance 
with  this  resolution.  Two  congregations  of  this  city 
have  already  contributed  one  eighth  of  the  required 
sum  ; — and  it  will  be  felt,  we  trust,  by  every  Episcopa¬ 
lian  a  duty  to  contribute  something,  however  little,  to¬ 
ward  it. 

Vermont :  Episcopal  Visitation. — Bishop  Hopkins 
commenced  the  primary  visitation  of  his  Diocese, 
Sunday,  Dec.  30th.  Monday .qvening  he  preached  in 
St  Stephen’s,  Middlebury,  servicd  being*  read  by  Rev. 
L.  McDonald,  of  Shelburn.  The  sermon  was  a  noble 
one — a  clear  exhibition  to  Christian  doctrine  and 
a  warm  exhortation  to  Christian  practice, — and  was 
listened  to  by  an  attentive  and  admiring  andience. 
New- Year’s- Day  morning  the  Bishop  again  preached 
in  the  same  Church.'  His  subject  was  Confirmation, 
showing  its  import,  proof,  reasonableness,  and  use, 
and  the  preparation  proper  for  receiving  it  The  ser¬ 
mon  was  marked  by  clearness  of  statement,  strength 
of  argument,  and  elevated  views  respecting  the  utility 
of  the  rite,  the  obligations  which  it  imposes,  and  the 
preparation  of  heart  with  which  they  should  be  taken. 
Subsequently  eleven  persons  came  forward  and  re¬ 
ceived  this  impressive  and  apostolic  rite,  one  of  whom 


Fifh  Annual  Report  of  the'  Ameriean  Temper¬ 
ance.  Society. — The  following  are  a  few  of  the  most 
interesting  items  of  this  report 

The  report  states  that  from  the  best  information  the 
Committee  have  been  able  to  ol.tiin,  they  are  led  to  con¬ 
clude  that  more  than  1,500,00(1  jieople  in  the  United 
States  now’  abstain  from  the  use  of  ardent  spirits,  and 
from  furnishing  it  to  others;  thrt  there  are  more  than 
4000  Temperance  Societies,  embracing  more  than 
500,000  members;  that  more  than  1500  distilleries 
have  been  stopped:  more  than  *1000  merchants  ceased 
to  traffic  in  the  article,  and  more  than  4,500  drunkards 
have  ceased  to  use  intoxicating  trinks. 

The  friends  of  temperance  in  the  state  of  New- 
York  have  set  a  noble  example.  A  circular  has  been 
issued  and  sent  to  every  family  in  the  state,  inviting 
all  the  members  who  have  come  to  years  of  under¬ 
standing,  to  abstain  from  the  use  of  ardent  spirits,  and 
to  unite  with  a  Temperance  Society.  More  than 
50,000  have  been  added  to  their  Temperance  Socie¬ 
ties  during  the  past  year;  and  the  Secretary  states 
tlrat  the  numbers  which  are  added  to  their  Societies 
will  average  one  thousand  a  day. 

The  Army. — It  has  already  been  announced  that  by 
an  order  from  the  Secretary  of  war,  ardent  spirit  is  no 
longer  to  be  dealt  out  as  a  part  of  the  rations  of  our 
soldiers.  Before  the  temperance  reformation  had  in 
any  considerable  degree  extended  its  influence  to  the 
army,  this  report  states  that  there  had  been  within 
five  years,  5852  courts  martial  and  4.049  desertions, 
almost  the  whole  of  which  are  chargeable  to  intern 
pcrance.  Desertion  alone,  it  says,  has  cost  the  United 
States  $336,616  in  five  years.  Under  temperance 
efforts  mark  the  change.  A  ffistinguished  officer  of 
the  army  in  a  letter  to  our  Secretary  says; — “1  am 
under  great  obligations  to  you  for  the  fourth  report  of 
the  American  Temperance  Society;  and  I  feel  myself 
highly  honoured  in  iiaving  been  made  a  member  of 
that  truly  excellent  institution.  When  I  arri\ed  here 
I  question  whether  there  were  three  men  who  abstain 
edwholly  fi  omjtlie^use  of  ardent  spirits.  No’.v  more  than 
three-fourths  are  members  of  a  Temperance  Society, 
on  the  principle  of  entire  abstinence.  The  effect  has 
been  just  what  I  anticipated, — a  manifest  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  appearance,  spirits,  and  conduct  of  the 
soldiers.  Instead  of  strife  and  wrangling,  there  is 
now  prompt  attention  to  duty.  Since  the  Society  was 
formed,  now  six  weeks,  not  a  member  of  it  has  been 
confined  in  the  guard-house:  and  such  has  been  its 
influence  on  others,  that  only  two  of  the  whole  have 
been  thus  confined,  while  before  the  Society  was  form¬ 
ed,  the  average  number  confined  there  was  three  in 
twenty-four  hours;  so  that  more  were  formerly  con¬ 
fined  in  one  day  than  there  have  been  now  for  the  last 
six  weeks.” 

Navy. — 'Fhe  report,  after  detailing  some 'of  the 
effects  of  temperance  movements  in  the  merchant  ser¬ 
vice,  ancT  stating  that  it  is  believed  there  are  now 
more  than  five  hundred  vessels  afloat  which  do  not 
carry  ardent  spirits,  says,  “Nor  is  the  change  more 
striking  or  more  beneficial  in  the  merclnnt  service, 
than  in  the  navy.”  It  then  quotes  the  order  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  granting  each  man  who  would 
relinquish  his  grog  six  cents  a  day  in  lieu  of  it,  and 
then  the  letter  of  Commodore  Biddle,  some  time  since 
published  in  this  work,  asserting  that  “  out  of  the  1107 
men  in  his  squadron,  619  had  stopped  their  ration  of 
spirits ;  and  that  on  board  of  the  John  Adams  not  a 
man  drew  bis  grog.” 

Great  Britain. — Tlie  report  communicates  many  in 
teresting  facts  in  relation  to  the  temperance  cause  in 
Great  Britain — such  as  the  very  cor^Jial  reception  of  Dr 
Hewit;  the  formation  ofthe  British  and  Foreign  Temper¬ 
ance  Society;  the  establishment  oftwo  important  Tern 
perance  periodicals  in  London,  and  the  formation  of  nu 
tnerous  Societies  in  various  parts  of  the  kingdom.  I 
states  that  more  than  100,000  are  now  embodied  there 
upon  the  plan  of  total  abstinence ;  that  400  veteran 
British  seamen,  of  the  Greenwich  hospital,  are  among 
them,  that  the  British  government  have  ceased  |o  fur 
nish  ardent  spirit  for  their  armies  throughout  their 
provinces,  and  that  to  a  great  extent  it  is  relinquished 
on  board  many  vessels  in  the  army. 

China. — The  report  further  states,  that  the  Chinese 
authorities,  at  Canton,  have  caused  proclamations  to 
be  posted  on  the  walls,  forbidding  th^sale  of  wine  or 
spirits  to  foreign  seamen.  This  measure  was  aueh 
netted,  as  European  and  American  apamen,  in  their 
fits  of  intoxication,  have  often  disturbed  the  public 
peace,  and  sometimes  so  seriously,  as  to  causa  the  bus* 


Jjcmdon  Hibernian  Soriety. — The  whole  number  of  Pay, 
Sunday.  on<l  Adult  Sehools,  in  connection  with  thi*  Society 
durinti  the  last  y^ar  has  amounted  to  l,5r>9,  in  which  90,085 
scholars  have  been  enrolled,  beinn  an  increase  on  the  return  ol 
the  preceding  year  of  4,330  scholar*.  It  app<‘ars  by  the  riain- 
poper*  of  ihe  Day  tjehodls,  and  also  in  the  rolls  of  the  Sunday 
Schools,  that  the  number  of  individuals  who  have  receiveil 
scriptural  ediica’ion,  for  a  longer  or  shorter  period  throughout 
the  year,  ha.s  been  no  less  than  73.655,  being  an  increase  on 
the  individuals  under  instniction  in  the  preceding  year  ol 
ahove  3,500.  About  the  usual  nrofxkrlion  of  pupils  are  Roman 
Catholics,  and  the  committee  nave,  therefore,  reason  to  con¬ 
clude  that  not  Icsa  than  36,000  persorM  of  that  persuasion  were 
instrpeled  during  the  last  year.  The  Society  employed  lasi 
year  53  persons  os  Scripture  Readers  or  Insjiecfors,  by  whom 
~~,544  Bibles  or  Testaments,  in  the  English  or  Irish  language, 
were  distributed. 

Mias  Margaret  Tucker,  recently  deeeasetl,  daughter  of  the 
late  B«’za  Tucker,  Fjxj.  has  bequeathed  the  sum  of  820.000,  to 
the  city’  of  Boston,  in  trust,  for  the  support  of  a  High  School  lor 
Young'  Ladies. 

The  Calcutta  Gazette  of  August  16th.  contains  a  eommuni 
cation  from  the  eccentric  Missionary,  Rev.  Joseph  VVolff.  in 
reply  to  some  inquiries  propounded  by  an  anonymous  writer 
in  a  previous  number,  relative  to  the  causes  of  his  separation 
from  the  “  London  Society  for  prtMnoting  Christianity  among 
the  Jews.”

Were  it  not  for  the  ex¬ 
cellent  comliiet  of  ihe  Queen,  w  ho  seems  to  consult  his  taste 
and  w  ishos  in  every  thing,  the  turmoil  of  his  present  situation 
would  with  his  nervous  U'mjicrament,  be  hardly  endurable.”— 
Cotirt  Journal
